In 1906 he was sent to superin- 
tend the work of the church in 
Japan, Korea and China, and in 
1908 he attended the Wesleyan 
conference in York, England, as 
fraternal messenger. He also was 
a pioneer it. the development of 
the hospital movement in the 
church, and at the time of the 
organization of the general hos- 
pital board he was elected presi- 
dent. 

Leader in Education. 


The bishop’s activities were by 
no means confined solely to reli- 
gious matters, and it was in the 
field of education that he per- 
his influence felt as 
strongly as in any othet. 

In 1888, at the age of 31, he was 
made president of Emory College, 
his alma mater, and began the 
formulation of educational theo- 
ries which culminated with the 
establishment of Emory Univer- 
Sity in 1914. He served as chan- 
cellor until 1921 and retained his 
position on the board of trustees 
until the time of his death.

Hoover’s Food 
Plan Rejected 
By Washington 


To Feed Conquered Peo- 
ple Would Aid Nazis, 
Governinent Says. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 25. — 


(INS) — Accusing the German 
Reich of taking food out of the 
mouths of children to feed muni- 
tions workers turning out planes, 
guns and tanks for the German 
armies, the American government 
today flatly rejected a proposal by 
Former President Herbert Hoover 
to feed the populations of Nazi- 
ravaged countries of Europe. 

The government took the posi- 
tion that for the United States to 
feed the tens of millions in more 
than a dozen countries which have 
been crushed under the Nazi mili- 
tary yoke, would be to aid Ger- 
many in achieving further con- 
quests, 

Rather than feeding countries 
under German occupation, it was 
indicated that America’s problem 
is to send all possible food relief 
| to Great Britain to keep the Brit- 
|ish population and army from be- 
ing starved into subrnission by the 
German U-boat and bomber block- 
ade. 

In this connection, Secretary of 
Agriculture Wickard has told con- 
gress that an additional $1,000,- 
000,000 of lend-lease funds will be 

necessary to help feed Britain with 
American farm produce, 

| The American government’s at- 
| titude on the Hoover proposal was 
made plain today by Secretary of 
State Cordell Hull. Hoover, it was 
recalled, headed the American re- 
lief administration which fed Bel- 
'gium and other German-ravaged 
‘countries during World War 1, and 
in the postwar period.

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Atlanta’ s Milk Supply 

Several events of the recent past have drawn 
attention to Atlanta’s milk supply. 

First, the State Milk Control Board, after 
public hearings, approved an increase of one 
cent a quart in the retail price of milk in the 
Atlanta shed, or area. 

Governor Talmadge, a few days ago, sum- 
marily dismissed from his job the Atlanta milk 
ngineer, an official employed by the city but 
paid out of federal funds which were handled 
by the state. 

Mayor LeCraw has protested this action of 
the Governor and has declared it will undoubt- 
edly hasten the day when all milk sold in 
Atlanta will be required to be pasteurized. 

Pasteurization of all milk sold in the city 
would be a long step forward toward the safety 
of public health in Atlanta. Pasteurization 
alone, while a highly desirable thing, is not all 
required to make really pure and safe the milk 
Atlantans drink. What is actually needed is a 
system of dairy and milk inspection, in addition 
to pasteurization, in complete accord with the 
standards of the United States Public Health 
Service. Until this is secured, Atlanta’s milk 
cannot be absolutely safe, from a health stand- 
point. 

Pasteurization, would achieve 
many highly desirable results. It would do 
away with the danger of typhoid, undulant 
fever, septic sore throat and other diseases 
which are contracted by the use of infected 
milk. 

The truth is that Atlanta, today, is probably 
in greater danger through its milk supply than 
any other city of like size in the country. There 
are, of course, many good and sanitary dairies. 
A number of large dairies already pasteurize 
all the milk they handle and maintain other 

itions very near the ideal. 
But there are too many dairies which are 
from conforming to elemental standards 
sanitation and purity. Until there is rigid, 
frequent and complete inspection of dairies, 
their equipment, of the cattle they keep, of 
methods of handling and delivering the milk, 
Atianta will always be in danger of a disease 
epidemic of serious proportions. As conditions 
are today that danger is very real. 

The State Milk Board is controlled by the 
distributors, or middle men. They are the over- 
whelming majority of the board and both 
producers and consumers are powerless to 
affect it’s decisions. 

The law, under which the board operates, 
provides that before a new dairyman can open 
for business in the Atlanta area, he must prove 
need for his service and get a permit from the 
board, thus placing the board in the position 
of a trust, if it wishes to so exercise its 
authority. This, of course, is denied by the 
board, but the fact remains it is empowered, 
if it wishes,.to forbid any new dairies to operate 
and sell] their milk on the Atlanta market. 
The legal machinery for monopoly is there, if

enjoy better health control over their milk 
supplies than Atlanta. Birmingham, sister 
metropolis of Alabama, has one of the best 
systems of any. 
| Under conditions existing in Atlanta-it is of 
primary Importance that all milk sold here be 
pasteurized. Until that requirement is made a 
part o and properly enforced, the city 
goes in daily danger of disastrous epidemic.

Which Camp Gordon? 

The War Department at Washington has 
announced that the division training canton- 
ment at Augusta, Ga., shall be officially known 
as Camp Gordon, in honor of General John B. 
Gordon, famous Confederate leader, governor of 
Georgia and United States senator. 

Which is all well and good, but there is 
another Camp Gordon in Georgia which, in 
the memories of more than 100,000 men, will 
always be “the” Camp Gordon. That is the 
camp established at Chamblee in the days of 
the first World War, where Atlanta’s own 82nd 
Division, the “All-American” was trained and 
from whence it marched when orders came to 
start the long journey to the battlefields of 
north France. 

The old Camp Gordon has gone. Its site is 
now occupied by the great Army hospital, 
Lawson, and the training field for naval air 
cadets. But, to Georgians, Camp Gordon will 
always mean Chamblee. For the old camp holds 
a place of sentiment in their hearts. When the 
82nd Division holds its reunions, it is always 
a reunion of Camp Gordon men. 

There were men of practically every state in 
the 82nd, thus the name Camp Gordon has 
been made familiar all over the nation.

To them no other 
place save the Chamblee site will ever be Camp 
Gordon.

Bishop Warren A. Candler 

A true statesman of the church passed from 
earthly scenes with the death, Thursday morn- 
ing, of Bishop Warren A. Candler. The aged 
prelate died at his home on North Decatur 
road in his 85th year. 

It is to be doubted if, in all the annals of 
Methodism, there can be found a comparable 
figure to Bishop Candler. There have been 
many other great preachers, leaders, 
great bishops of the denomination but never 
another who so impressed his personality and 
his leadership upon his church. 

Bishop Candler’s career was one of varied 
experiences, but all in the service of his God 
and his church. From the days of his youth 
when he was a circuit-rider in the mountains 
of north Georgia, through years which saw him 
serving in Cuba and the Orient, he was ever 
sustained by a deep and abiding faith in 
the God to Whom he had given lifelong alle- 
giance. 

As a preacher he was dynamic and forceful, 
yet showing in every sermon the deep study 
and intense thought he had given to its prep- 
aration. 

As an educator he will always occupy high 
place in the history of Georgia. Educated at 
old Emory College at Oxford, Ga., he and his 
brother, the late Asa G. Candler, planned and 
built Emory University. It is fitting that, at 
his own frequently expressed wish, his funeral 
will be held in the old church at Oxford, the 
building wherein he was graduated in 1875, 
and that burial will be in Oxford cemetery. 

Not only Georgia Methodism, but the church 
everywhere has suffered loss in the death of 
Bishop Candler. Georgians, of every church 
affiliation, mourn his passing. But the soul of 
such a great statesman for Christ will march 
on as long as Christianity lives.

A CLEAN SHIRT Those people distress me the more because 
I know they really think just that. They 
do not anger me. They honestly believe what they say. 

I imagine that if they never bathed and never changed 
underwear and went on until they could be noticed downwind, 
to speak, they would resent any word to that effect. 

They would say, “Why my shirt is perfectly clean, 
What does it matter what’s beneath it?” 

We had that same attitude toward the question of venereal 
diseases, which for years were timidly mentioned as social diseases. 
There is no disease known to medical science more ravaging than 
untreated syphilis unless it be the last stages of cancer or leprosy. 

Not until we began to use the word itself and to say that no 
disease in America was causing more insanity, more blindness, 
more heart disease, more sick and doomed children, did we begin 
to do anything about it.

They have to their credit a long list of miserable suicides, sick, 
suffering men and women and dcomed children simply because 
they didn’t want to mention an ugly, unpleasant and malodorous 
disease.

Troops Were Required To Keep 
Additions Pacified

America is the model and the evidence used to justify the Ne 
Order in Europe. 

This New Order, made familiar to all Germans by endless dis- 
cussion in the public prints, means a new map of Europe and ex- 
ploitation of the continent for the benefit of Germany. 

The new and greater Reich will extend from the English channel 
to the Mediterranean, absorb a rich slice of France and take in the 
better part of Russia. All little countries will be absorbed or re- 
duced in size and made subject to the Reich. 

The industries, machines and the continent will be 
moved into Germany; “inferior” peoples will produce only food and 
raw materials; and the whole continent will be tied together by 
means of wide concrete highways and a common currency. 

It is the Kaiser’s old dream, with improvements and enlarge- 
nents, 

Our country serves as inspiration. Nazi leaders say: “America 
is great because of its resources and its wide range of climate. It 
has vast stores of oil, coal and iron. It has pine forests in the north 
and citrus groves in the south. The south produces cotton and the 
north wool. In short the country has or can produce almost every- 
thing it needs. It is an economic unit. And it is also a political unit 
of sister states, and not a land divided into little nations, forever at 
war with one another.” 

The idea is that Germany, enlarged to include the full range of 
climate, and with all of Africa to exploit, would at least be eco- 
nomically independent, as America is, and safe from any kind of 
attack. 

Judged only on the basis of efficiency, and without regard for 
feelings and rights of other peoples, it seems an excellent 

scheme—for the Germans. 

But it is based on a fallacy. It 

Germany would be like unified America 

But Americans united. willingly. Those not born here crossed 
the ocean to become Americans. All are proud of their citizenship. 

All are, free and equal before the law. 

Germany’s New Order, based on conquest, 
undying hatred, can be maintained only by 
resources cannot make it another America. 

Free men may unite, but those “unified” by brute force can be 
completely subdued only by extermination.
